Norval "Bill” Kelley, Jr., son

Springs for seven years prior to 
their departure last fall, was kill­ 
ed in the crash of a four-motored 
bom ber near Timpas, Colo., ac­ 
cording to word received here to­ 
day. 
Widely 
known

lagers, news of the tragedy came 
as a deep shock to scores. 
The 
crash 
occurred 
Sunday 
night and the ten officers and 
men in the plane were killed in­ 
stantly. 
Bill Kelley was a graduate of 
Palm Springs’ schools, elem entary 
and high. He graduated from 
high school, w here he played a 
prom inent part in school affairs, 
two years ago. 
In October, 1942, he graduated 
from the air force advancd flying 
school at M ather Field, California 
and was commissioned as a lieu­ 
tenant. 
His father was m anager of the 
Community 
Laundry 
here for 
seven years up to last fall. 
Last rites w ere said today at 
Long Beach. Besides his parenss, 
he is survived by a brother, Bob. 


Flames Do Damage 
At B-Bar-H Ranch 
During Heavy Rain 


During the height of last Sat­ 
urday’s rain, fire broke out at the 
B-Bar-H ranch, ten m iles north 
of the. Village on Indian avenue, 
recently purchased by Jay Kas- 
ler of Chicago. 
The state forestry departm ent 
at Beaumont was sum moned and 
sent a fire truck out through the 
pouring rain and flooded roads, 
quickly getting the blaze under 
control.

A 
large portion of the linen supply 
was damaged.

4000 gallons of w ater pum per on 
to the fire to subdue it.

A LITTLE PIECE OF DESERT 


O ne of the many good points 
about the beauty of the desert is 
that it extends right up to your 
back door; you can w alk a few 
steps away from th e house—a

AT OUR BACK DOORS 


L et’s take a little w alk into a 
vacant lot on Palm C anyon Drive, 
near th e north end of the town.

In fact, m any very casual ob­ 
servers get no further; "T here’s 
nothing here,” they say, "except 
a lot of old greasewood!” 
E ven if this were tru e, which it 
most certainly is not, th at “old 
greasew ood” would have a great 
deal to tell us about the desert. 
Each bush is a small universe, a 
m iniature cosmos. Not only is it 
thoroughly adapted to the rigor­ 
ous conditions of the desert, but 
it furnishes a haven for m yriads 
of o th e r form s of life; seeds of 
sm all annual plants find refuge 
from w inds and sprout under its 
branches; Some species of wasps 
lay th eir eggs only 
upon the 
tw igs of the creosote; a tiny bee 
patronizes no other flow er; m any 
other insects find food on these 
bushes and in turn furnish meals 
to active birds of several kinds. 
Yes, th e creosote bush is the sun 
of a m iniature solar system , the 
center of the orbit of innum er­ 
able sm all satellites which re ­ 
volve around it throughout their 
lives. 


ALSO BURRO WEED 


In this particular lot there is 
also a great deal of burro-w eed, 
a sm all grayish bush 
growing 
low betw een the creosotes. The

are the

plants here, but there are m any 
more; here and there we see a 
C alifornia Croton, living, m anu­ 
facturing

COUSIN TO CRAB 


So le t’s get close to th e ground 
and see w hat we can find in the 
way of anim al life. If we turn 
over 
that old pasteboard box, 
there may be som ething of in­ 
terest for us. And, sure enough, 
there is! Those sm all pillbugs, 
scurrying like L illiputian tanks 
aw ay from the light, are present 
in g reat numbers. If w e pick one 
up, it will curl into an alm ost 
perfect sphere, its chain-arm or 
protecting all its vital parts. If we 
w ait until it uncurls, and count 
its legs, w e see it is not a bug at 
all, having more than the in­ 
sects’ allotted six. No, this creat­ 
ure is a Crustacean, first cousin 
to th e crabs and lobsters, and 
seem s very much out of place in 
a desert. In fact, it is not on a 
desert, but carries its ow n little 
body of w ater w herever it goes; 
breathing by means of feet w hich 
have been modified into gills, the 
pill-bug m ust keep these w et at 
all tim es, or it dies. 
A nd here, under the sam e box, 
is a m illipede—an unbelievable 
fellow w ith a jointed body and 
alm ost countless legs. We can 
pick him up in perfect safety, 
and he too protects him self by 
curling up into a tig h t spiral; 
he m ay give off a 
yellowish 
liquid which might be bad if we 
ate him , but does no harm on the

him w ith his feelers. He m ust get 
back under cover before some 
hungry bird or mouse finds him. 


MOST ABUNDANT 


We walk on a few steps, and a 
sudden sm all rush through the 
grass proclaim s the presence of 
a side-blotch lizard, the desert’s 
most abundant reptile. Few peo­ 
ple realize the beauty of this 
little three-inch lizard, as it is 
alw ays on the go. If we move 
very slowly, how ever, we may 
get close to it as it w atches w ar­ 
ily from th e top of a rock. With 
head 
cocked 
around 
and 
one 
bright eye fastened unw averingly 
upon us, it is ready to dash un­ 
der the rock at top speed at the 
first suspicious movement. If he 
is in the sunlight, w e can see that 
he is adorned w ith 
wonderful 
colors—bright blue spots on the 
back, w ith a green one here and 
there, fine rich brow n blotches, 
and a blue throat. 
T here is sand about the lizard’s 
rock, and in the sand are tracks 
that tell of activities for several 
days past. O ther lizards, w hip- 
tails, 
have 
been 
here; 
a 
fat 
scorpion craw led along, leaving a 
track like th at of a caterpillar 
tractor pulling a 
w heelbarrow. 
And here is the trail of a kanga­ 
roo rat, hopping on tw o hind legs 
and dragging the tail. We can 
learn quite a bit, if we exam ine 
some tracks closely. For instance, 
these peculiar irregular m arks in 
the sand on either side of the 
ra t’s trail show w here the ani­ 
m al was taking his sand bath. 
Not stopping in his run, he m ere­ 
ly leaned first to one side then 
to the other, running his fur 
through the cleansing sand. Un­ 
less 
you 
know 
m ore than 
I, 
there are also a num ber of tracks 
w hich 
m ystify 
us; 
we’U 
just 
have to sit here som e tim e of 
a moonlit night and see who 
comes by, and look a t his tracks 
then. 


RECOMMENDS STUDY 


If w e w orked on this lot, we 
could w rite a great book on its 
plant 
and 
animal 
inhabitants 
and their relations to one an­ 
other. And we w ould never fin­ 
ish, for each new discovery, each 
problem solved, opens up vast 
new vistas of new puzzles. W hat 
anim als does the lizard eat, and 
w hat eats th e lizard? How m any 
verdins build their nests here in 
the spring, and w hat percentage 
of their eggs hatch? We can 
never learn all there is to know 
even about this sm all piece of 
ground, m uch less of the whole 
desert; but each bit of knowledge 
we gain is one step nearer a real 
understanding of o u r desert, and 
a genuinely deep appreciation of 
jt. So, in these days of no tires, 
no gasoline, and little spare time, 
I recom m end to you a study of 
your back lot.

Tram Plan 


Supervisors Told 


of Possibilities 


for Aerial Project 


A new angle was given the pro­ 
posed Palm Springs aerial tram­ 
way to the San Jacinto state 
park 
area 
this 
week 
when 
county board of s u p e r v i s o r s 
heard that the government may 
establish 
a rehabilitation hos­ 
pital in the San Jacinto moun­ 
tains for the duration of the war. 
George W. Clemson, a business 
reorganization expert from Los 
Angeles, appeared before super­ 
visors to bespeak their aid in the 
Tramway project. 


CITES POSSIBILITIES 


In presenting the matter to su­ 
pervisors, Clemson said that the 
federal government, in planning 
hospitalization for soldiers and 
sailors, might be interested in the 
San Jacinto park site. 
The aerial tramway could be 
ideal in affording easy access to 
the site. 
The “lift” would be financed 
by bonds and at the close of the 
war and when the government 
quit the site, it would revert to 
the. county. 


GOES TO WASHINGTON 


Clemson, after discussing the 
tramway with supervisors, left 
for Washington to further the 
project. The county board will 
give further consideration to the 
proposal upon his return from the 
capital. 
Revival of the tramway plan 
was recently suggested here as a 
post-war construction project to 
provide employment. 
The first bill, Senate Bill 1052, 
to provide for the construction of 
the tramway, was introduced by 
former State Senator John Phil­ 
lips. It passed the state senate 
March 26, 1941, and assembly 
May 3. 1941, by substantial ma­ 
jorities to be vetoed by Governor 
Olson on May 10. 


NEXT BILL TABLED 


The second bill, Assembly Bill 
2652, was introduced by Assem­ 
blyman F. Ray Bennett of Los 
Angeles at Olson’s request. It 
was tabled by the assembly com­ 
mittee on government efficiency 
on June 5, 1941. This spelled its 
death. 
The third bill was introduced 
by Senator Phillips. 
It passed both houses in June, 
1941, and was killed when Ol­ 
son failed to sign it within the 
required time. 
The county supervisors, with 
the exception of Robert E. Dil­ 
lon, went on record against the 
first bill and wired Olson to veto 
it. They reversed themselves and 
approved the last bill.

Red Cross Steps In to Aid Morale With 


"The Home Touch" for Soldiers on Leave 


Some months ago the American National Red Cross received 
a request from the Army requesting that they set up a program to 
provide recreation as w ell as the already existing welfare service» 
for the fighting forces. Following the request, the Red Cross swung 
into action and set up the part of the program w e now know as 
"Service to the Armed Forces." To supplement funds provided 
by the Army, the Red Cross assigned one-half of every dollar do­ 
nated during the War Fund drive to this service. 


W ith 
this 
fund 
is 
p rovided^ 
“buildings, equipm ent and train­ 
ed personnel to provide a “heart” 
for 
a 
tough 
and 
hard boiled 
fighting force and give under­ 
standing help in every personal 
or fam ily problem and to bring 
relief from burdensom e w orries 
and to keep the m orale th a t wins 
all w ars.” H ere in Palm Springs 
an exam ple of the service is dis­ 
played in the w ork being con­ 
ducted at Torney G eneral H ospit­ 
al w here a w elfare and recreation 
program is carried on u n d er the 
supervision 
of 
Miss 
R uth 
E. 
Thomas, Red Cross Field D irect­ 
or. 


CLUB PROGRAM 


One of the 
most interesting 
phases of the new service is the 
provision of hotels for fighting 
men on leave. This is called the 
club program and is the only Red 
Cross service for which a charge 
is m ade, and then only because 
the A rm y felt it would be wise 
in ord er to keep a better feeling 
betw een the A m erican forces and 
the fighting m en from o th er na­ 
tions, who are w ithout sim ilar 
types of leave clubs. Scattered 
all over the w orld w herever the 
United States m en are fighting 
battles from Iceland to Africa; 
from G reat B ritain to A ustralia 
and New Caledonia and Alaska, 
these clubs are the places the 
service-m en 
head 
for w hen 
a 
w eek-end leave or even a longer 
furlough is granted. Each club 
has lounge rooms equipped with 
davenports and easy chairs, read­ 
ing rooms 
and 
w riting 
desks, 
private rooms and a restaurant 
with food cooked the A m erican 
way. 


NOMINAL CHARGES 


Charges are nominal, w ith bed 
for the night and breakfast cost­ 
ing fifty cents and lunches and 
dinners tw enty cents each. Here 
the m en find a “snack” bar, w ith 
coffee, hot dogs, and ham burgers, 
all sold at a price to m eet the 
pocket-book of an average ser­ 
vice man. 
All recreational facilities are 
free. Dances, w ith girls provided, 
m usicales, ping-pong and sight­ 
seeing trips give the m en on 
leave a chance for a little bit of 
living like they have been used 
to at home. A m erican Red Cross 
personnel are in charge of the 
program , w ith the hotel staffed 
w ith persons from th e comm unity 
and a great deal of the w ork 
dona by volunteer women. 


WOMEN AIDED. TOO 
W omen in uniform , including 
nurses, W. A. A. C. s, Red Cross 
w orkers, and other m em bers of 
uniform ed organizations are also 
being 
provided 
w ith 
“leave” 
clubs. The first one of these is 
in London, w ith 
the property 
and furniture donated to the Red 
Cross for this specific use. In ­ 
cluded in the w om en’s club is a 
“lingerie” room w ith light laun­ 
dry facilities so th at the girls 
can keep th at spic and span ap ­ 
pearance expected w ith a un i­ 
form. 
Probably the biggest th rill af­ 
forded by the Red Cross clubs is 
the fact, as one of the men told a 
w orker, 
th a t they 
had 
“clean 
sheets 
and 
two 
pillows 
for 
every bed,” a real m orale boost­ 
er in any m an’s w ar.
